To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Stretford  Urban  District 

Council. 


Gentlemen, 

*1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Thirty-third 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1919. 

Tables  L,  II. ,  III.  and  IV.  are  those  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Council  for  the  County. 

The  birth  rate  is  12.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  12.5  for  the  year  1918,  that  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  is  18.5  as  against  17.7  for  1918. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  infant  mortality  rate 
is  13.9  per  1,000  births  in  excess  of  the  year  1918,  viz.  : — 
76.7  as  against  62.8. 

For  statistical  purposes  the  Registrar-General  has 
estimated  the  population  for  the  year  1920  as  follows  : — 
Death  Rate,  45,603  ;  Birth  Rate,  47,506. 
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Statement  as  above  furnishes  useful  information  of  the 
growth  of  the  district  since  the  1911  census,  and  establishes  a 
correct  statement  of  the  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
on  a  given  date. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
I  tender  my  thanks  for  the  support  (as  in  previous  years) 
they  have  accorded  me  during  the  year  under  consideration. 

The  very  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  your  Chief 
Inspector  (Mr.  Nuttall)  I  especially  desire  to  acknowledge, 
and  also  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the 
District  Inspectors  and  Clerical  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  also  that  carried  out  by  your  Health  Visitor, 
Mrs.  Ridgway.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

During  the  year  being  reported  upon  the  work  in 
connection  with  the  above  has  warranted  the  appointment 
of  a  Special  Committee  to  deal  with  matters  appertaining 
thereto. 

In  connection  with  the  Child  Welfare,  a  Baby  Clinic  has 
been  established  and  is  held  at  the  Offices  of  the  Council, 
Talbot  Road,  Old  Trafford,  as  being  the  most  central  and 
ready  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  district. 

clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  afternoons 
between  2-30  and  4-30  for  the  giving  of  general  advice, 
weighing  of  infants,  sale  of  foods. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  every  Wednesday 
afternoon  for  the  examination  of  all  cases  of  children  where 
special  treatment  is  thought  necessary  by  the  Nurse. 

In  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  clinic  the  Nurse  is  assisted 
by  four  voluntary  workers. 

At  the  end  of  1919  there  were  535  names  of  mothers  on 
the  register  as  attending  the  Baby  Clinic,  the  attendance 
being  approximately  140  per  week. 

In  neccessitous  cases  the  following  foods  are  given  : — 
Glaxo,  Cow  and  Gate  Food,  Milk,  Virol,  Emulsion  and 
various  ointments,  also  the  above  are  sold  at  cost  price  to 
those  able  to  pay  and  whose  names  are  on  the  Clinic  Register. 

All  Maternity  cases  requiring  special  treatment  are  sent 
to  Institutions  within  the  City  of  Manchester,  and  to  which 
the  Council  subscribe. 

There  have  been  19  still  births  notified  during  the  year^ 
each  of  which  has  been  enquired  into  by  the  Health  Visitor^ 
the  majority  she  reports  to  be  attributed  to  abnormal  labours. 
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There  have  been  47  deaths  of  children  under  one  year, 
11  of  which  were  premature  births.  The  cause  of  death  will 
be  found  on  page  12. 

Unmarried  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  clinic 
together  with  their  infants  and  are  given  food  and  milk.  On 
the  mother  going  out  to  work,  the  Health  Visitor  keeps  the 
baby  under  observation,  so  as  to  ensure  it  is  not  neglected 
during  the  mother’s  absence. 

There  have  been  21  illegitimate  births  registered  during 
the  year,  all  of  which  received  the  special  attention  of  the 
Health  Visitor. 

There  are  no  Voluntary  Societies  in  this  District  in 
connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  of  the  above  disease  have  been  notified,  both 
.  of  which  proved  fatal  at  home. 

In  each  case  a  Doctor  was  in  attendance. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Three  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  each  case  was  treated  at  the  Manchester 
Royal  Eye  Hospital,  both  eyes  being  affected.  Each  child 
was  discharged  completely  cured. 


MEASLES  AND  CHICKEN-POX. 

The  Health  Visitor  enquires  into  all  cases  of  the  above 
diseases,  and  gives  advice  and  instructions  as  to  isolation 
and  precautions  to  be  taken  to  avoid  spreading  the  same.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Table  II.  shows  that  80  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been- 
notified  during  1919,  as  against  37  the  previous  year  ;  an 
increase  of  116.2%. 

Of  the  80  cases  34  were  in  Trafford,  13  in  Clifford,  and  12 
in  Cornbrook  Wards. 

The  disease  affected  13  between  the  age  of  I  and  5  ;  49 
between  5  and  15  ;  13  between  15  and  25  ;  4  between  the  age 
of  25  and  45  ;  and  I  between  45  and  65. 

Of  the  cases  notified  26  or  32.2%  were  treated  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

CHICKEN-POX. 

Table  II.  shows  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  Chicken-pox,  215  as  against  80  cases  for  1918. 
There  has  been  no  death  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Reference  to  Table  II,  shows  that  15  cases  of  Diphtheria 
have  been  notified,  as  compared  with  32  the  preceding  year  ; 
II  of  the  patients  were  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15,  and  2 
between  I  and  5. 

Except  for  3  cases  all  were  treated  at  home. 

There  have  been  two*  deaths  from  this  disease,  both 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  15. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Erysipelas  shows  a  diminution  in  the  number  notified  as 
compared  with  1918,  being  only  12,  as  against  20. 

Of  the  affected  persons  4  were  between  the  ages  of  15 
and  25,  25  and  45,  and  45  and  65,  respectively. 

In  only  one  instance  did  treatment  take  place  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  from  this  disease  during  the 
year. 


MEASLES. 


Measles  is  responsible  for  the  notification  of  188  cases, 
50  of  which  were  of  children  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5, 
and  132  between  5  and  15.  The  cases  were  fairly  evenly 
distributed  in  the  following  Wards  : — 51  from  Trafford,  43 
Talbot,  37  Clifford,  34  Cornbrook,  and  18  Stretford. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  from  Measles. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Five  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  have  occurred  during  the 
3^ear,  as  against  3  for  the  year  1918. 

Three  of  the  5  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  this  disease  during  the 
year. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  have  been  3  cases  of  the  above  disease  notihed 
during  1919,  as  against  14  the  previous  year. 

Each  case  received  hospital  treatment. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS) 
REGULATIONS,  1912. 

100  cases  of  the  above  disease  have  been  notified,  as 
compared  with  111  for  the  ^mar  1918. 

83  were  pulmonary  and  17  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 

There  have  been  44  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  6  from  other  tuberculosis  diseases. 

Each  case  notihed  is  visited  by  your  officers  (distinct 
from  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer),  and  where  required  or 
deemed  necessary  the  usual  disinfection  is  carried  out.

1  beg  to  submit  my  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of 
the  work  done  in  the  Health,  Hackney  Coach,  and  Cleansing 
Departments  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1919. 

As  in  past  years,  your  Sanitary  Staff  has  enquired  into 
each  case  of  infectious  disease  notified,  details  of  which  will 
be  found  in  Table  2  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  Report, 
page  29. 

Reference  to  Statement  4,  page  48,  shows  the  amount 
of  disinfection  carried  out  in  consequence  of  infectious  disease 
and  other  causes. 

* 

In  cases  of  difficulty,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has 
been  appealed  to,  and  his  decision  acted  upon. 

MOTOR  AMBULANCE. 

The  motor  ambulance  has,  during  the  year  under  review, 
responded  to  233  calls,  viz.  : — Accidents,  107  ;  Sudden 
Illness,  125  ;  Attempted  Suicide,  1. 
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The  number  of  persons  removed  being  222,  as  compared 
with  209  for  the  year  1918. 

In  10  instances  the  ambulance  was  not  required  on  arrival, 
8  persons  had  either  recovered  or  been  removed  by  other 
means.  In  2  cases  death  had  intervened  beUveen  receipt  of 
call  and  arrival  of  ambulance. 

Of  the  persons  removed,  148  belonged  to  Stretford,  38 
to  Manchester,  27  to  Salford,  and  20  to  11  other  districts. 

1919  the  motor  ambulance  travelled  1635.5  miles,  which 
when  added  to  previous  mileages  travelled  since  the 
inauguration  of  the  service  in  1914,  the  aggregate  is  7668.7 
miles. 

HORSE  AMBULANCE. 

The  horse  ambulance  has  answered  38  calls  during  the 
3^ear,  and  removed  38  persons.  The  amount  of  fees  charged 
being  £11  11s.  Od.,  and  the  approximate  distance  travelled 
being  156  miles. 

* 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Statement  5,  page  49,  shows  that  79  samples  of  Food 
and  Drugs  have  been  submitted  by  the  Council  to  the  County 
Analyst  for  analysis,  74  of  which  he  declared  to  be  genuine, 
4  to  be  poor  in  quality  or  passable,  and  1  to  be  slightly  below 
the  standard  of  fat,  viz.  2.9%.  This  was  a  sample  of  milk. 

Of  the  56  samples  of  milk  submitted,  9  were  certified  to 
contain  considerable  quantities  of  objectionable  sediment. 
In  each  instance  the  farmer  has  been  warned  against 
delivering  milk  of  such  a  character. 

Mr.  Superintendent  Keys,  of  the  County  Police,  has 
during  the  year  1919  purchased  within  this  district  123 
samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  for  analysis,  121  of  which  the 
County  Analyst  certified  to  be  genuine,  1  of  milk  and  1  of 
margarine  to  be  adulterated. 
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The  vendors  of  the  adulterated  samples  were  prosecuted 
and  substantial  fines  imposed. 

The  aggregate  samples  submitted  from  this  district  for 
analysis  number  202,  being  equal  to  4.3  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  as  against  5.1  for  the  year  1918. 


DRAIN  TESTING,  Etc. 

Statement  7,  page  51,  forcibly  demonstrates  the  policy 
of  the  Health  Committee  in  requiring  all  drains  and  sanitary 
fittings  of  both  old  and  new  properties  to  be  subjected  to  a 
suitable  test  be^^ore  being  passed  or  covered  in. 

In  connection  with  old  property  142  tests  have  been 
applied  to  drains,  which  showed  that  60  or  42.2%  were 
defective,  also  during  the  year  56  tests  have  been  made  to 
the  sanitary  fittings  of  the  same  class  of  property,  disclosing 
24  or  nearly  43%  to  be  unsound. 

• 

'  New  Property.  251  tests  were  made  to  drains  of  new 
property,  123  of  which  failed  to  stand  the  test,  thus  showing 
49%  to  be  defective  ;  to  sanitary  fittings  57  applied  tests 
disclosed  28  or  49.1%  to  be  defective. 

Thus  in  the  absence  of  a  reliable  test,  there  would,  in 
respect  of  drains,  have  existed  in  183,  and  in  connection  with 
sanitary  fittings,  52  instances,  where  conditions  would  have 
remained  a  standing  menace  to  the  health  of  the  persons 
living  or  working  on  the  premises  in  question. 

It  is  only  fair  ^to  observe  that  the  whole  of  the  defects 

before  referred  to  were  not  due  entirely  to  faulty  materials  or 

bad  workmanship,  but  in  many  instances  arose  from  causes 

over  which  neither  the  workman  or  contractor  had  any 

control,  such  as  sand  or  fire  cracks,  both  of  which  answer  to 

the  usual  test,  but  which  can  only  be  detected  by  an  applied 
* 

test. 
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SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

The  chimneys  of  32  firms  likely  to  send  forth  black  smoke 
in  such  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance  have  been  under  observa¬ 
tion  during  the  year  1919. 

81  observations  (of  60  minutes  each)  have  been  taken, 
showing  that  black  smoke  had  been  emitted  for  an  aggregate 
period  of  171  minutes  and  55  seconds. 

The  time  allowed  by  the  Council  (4  minutes  aggregate 
in  a  60  minutes  observation)  has  been  exceeded  on  13  occasions 
by  7  firms,  each  offending  firm  being  either  warned  or  served 
with  a  notice  to  abate  the  nuisance.  On  30  occasions  the 
observation  recorded  the  issue  of  no  black  smoke. 

Viewed  as  a  whole,  atmospheric  pollution  during  the  year 
may  be  said  to  be  fairly  satisfactory,  the  average  being  just 
over  2  minutes  7  seconds  for  each  observation. 

CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 

Statement  8,  page  52,  gives  the  number  and  types  of 
sanitary  conveniences  in  each  ward  of  the  district,  and  is 
required  to  be  kept  yearly  complete.  The  information  being 
supplied  to  the  County  Authority  under  Table  C. 

Statement  9,  page  52,  records  the  different  types  of 
ashpits  and  house  refuse  receptacles  in  each  ward,  and  is  a 
very  useful  statement,  in  that  it  forms  a  continuous  record 
of  the  growth  and  changes  that  occur  each  year. 

DESTRUCTOR  WORKS. 

By  Statement  13,  page  56,  it  will  be  seen  that  3,971J 
loads  of  house  refuse  (exclusive  of  that  from  Greengrocers 
and  Fish  Dealers)  have  been  deposited  and  dealt  with  at  the 
Empress  Street  Works,  whilst  Statement  12,  page  55,  shows 
that  (excluding  scrap  refuse  of  all  descriptions)  1,605  loads 
or  40.4%  of  the  refuse  received  at  the  Destructor  Works 
had  a  second  time  to  be  handled  ere  it  was  finally  disposed  of. 
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HACKNEY  COACH  DEPARTMENT. 

972  Hackney  Coach  and  other  licenses  have  been  issued 
during  the  year  being  reported  upon-.  The  revenue  therefor 
being  £57  5s.  Od.,  as  against  920  and  an  income  of  £51  Os.  Od. 
for  the  year  1918. 

Disinfecting  fluid,  as  in  previous  years,  is  given  free  on 
purchase  of  a  card  for  which  a  charge  of  one  penii}^  is  made. 

566  fluid  cards  have  been  issued,  as  against  604  the 
previous  3/ear. 

Broken  bottles  are  now  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  twopence 
each. 

For  cards  and  broken  bottles  £3  14s.  6d.  has  been  received, 
as  compared  with  £2  17s.  lOd.  for  the  previous  year. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

There  have  been  5  successful  prosecutions  during  the 
year  for  various  offences,  see  Statement  15,  page  58.
